(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 7-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP 57001669. 

It is noted that the sand paper strips of claim 7 read on the bundles of grinding members 
in the Japenese reference. However to the extent these or any other features that are per se 
conventional are later deemed not to be shown in any specific claim, it would have been obvious 
to provide any of the applied references with the missing features, for the purpose of improving 
the performance of the devices. Such features include sand paper and sand paper having slits. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 2/26/07 and 3/14/07 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The Japenese reference appears to have all of the elements of claim 1, 
contarary to the applicant's argument. The applicant states that the Japenese reference has a flat 
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holder 5 and refers the examiner to a figure next to the abstract. The examiner can find no such 
figure. In any event, the reference describes the holder 5 as having a disk-shaped cover member 
having a conical surface. Accordingly holder 5 does not appear to be flat. Applicant also argues 
that the reference does not show a groove. However, the examiner can find no requirement for a 
groove in independent claim 7. Moreover, the slots of the prior art could meet the requirement 
for a groove or grooves, or it would have been obvious in view of the slots to provide such 
grooves, grooves per se being conventional in the relevant art. However, as already noted, the 
applicants argument in this regard is not commensurate in scope with the scope of claim 7.
